Mayor Bebout and 
members 
of 
the city council, together with two 
Rushville raarchants 
were in Ind­ 
ianapolis a few weeks ago to see a 
demonstration of the proposed sig­ 
nal lights and 
it 
was 
impressed 
upon them the lights should he in­ 
stated as a war measure. 
It was- 
stated then by city officials that the 
lights would probably be purchased 
because it was the duty of the city 
government to hear its share of the 
!>nrdens created 
hv 
the 
war with 
Germany. 
Rushville is not on the direct air 
route, which 
follows 
the National 
road, but is 
along a 
line 
which 
marks the southern boundary of the 
area over which 
the aviators may 
travel. 
The signal lights are sup­ 
posed to burn continually all night 
to act as a beacon for aviators who 
may stray from the path. 
The lights On the southern bound­ 
ary are to be red and those on the 
northern boundary green. 
By this 
means the aviator can determine his 
location with respect 
to the center 
of the air route. 
The frame and 
lights, 
two 
of 
them of 110 volts each, 
will cost 
$08, according to the contract sign­ 
ed by the city last night with the 
Sanborn Electric 
company of Ind­ 
ianapolis. 
This is less than the fig­ 
ures quoted

POSTOFFICE WILL 
SELL REVENUE STAMPS 


Must be Placed on All Parcel Post 
Packages .on Which Mail Charge 
is 25 Cents or More.

Postoffiee officials today called a t­ 
tention to 
the fact 
that 
revenue 
stamps, which must be used on and 
after December 1, when the war rev­ 
enue stam ps bill becomes effective, 
on parcel post packages costing 25 
cents or more and other things may 
l>e purchased at the postoffice. 
Heretofore war 
revenue stamps 
have beeit distributed by- the revenue 
collector and the 
postoffices have 
not been required to sell them. 
The 
banks sold them, not because they 
had to, but for the convenience of 
their patrons. 
This time, however, 
the plan is changed and the post- 
office will be the distributing point. 
A one cent revenue stamp on all 
parcels on which the mail charges 
are 25 cents. 
A two cent 
revenue 
stamp must be used on all parcels 
costing from 26 to 50 cents and the 
stamp increases one cent for each 
25 cent increase in postage. 
Ac­ 
cording 
to a postoffice 
ruling, all 
senders of parcels and users of rev­ 
enue stamps must cancel their own 
stamps. 
The accepted way to do 
this is for the sender to write his or 
her initial across the stamp.

The campaign for the sale of Red 
Cross seals will begin in this county

MILROY MAY GET 
CANNING FACTORY 


Indianapolis Concern 
is Endeavor­ 
ing to Contract For 125 Acres 
of Tomatoes Next Year 


WILL THEN BUIILD A PLANT 


Old Enterprise Flour Mill Will be 
Turning Out 250 Barrels of 
Flour a Day Soon 


Milroy will have a canning fac­ 
tory next year, judging from the in­ 
terest that is being taken there in 
the enterprise which has been sta rt­ 
ed by representatives of the Econ­ 
omy Canning 
company 
from Ind­ 
ianapolis. 
The company asJks that 
the farmers around Milroy raise one 
hundred and twenty-five 
acres of 
tomatoes next, season 
and -ell the 
crop to the factory. 
If 
the pro­ 
position g o e s through, the first sea­ 
son will see the factory putting out 
tomatoes only but later canned corn 
and other articles will he added to 
the output. 


The two representatives from the 
factory today 
canvassed the dis­ 
trict«. around Milroy and met with 
good success among the fanners. A 
new building will be put up espec­ 
ially adapted 
to 
the 
needs of 
a 
canning 
factory. 
This 
would 
no 
doubt be built early next year and 
the factory would start in opera­ 
tion early in the 
fall immediately 
after the fall crop of tomatoes was 
ripened. 
The 
new 
factory would 
bring several families and business 
men to Milroy and mean much to the 
progress of the town.

purchased
